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Renewal Pays Off 
In Restored Health 


Estimated figures on 26 of the 77 
urban renewal projects authorized or 
under way in the Sixth Federal Reserve 
District indicate the tax base will be in- 
creased about sevenfold when the land 
involved has been redeveloped. 

This information comes from the 
Monthly Review of district affairs pub- 
lished by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta. Economist Philip M. Webster, 
author of the study, points out that the 
77 projects, all of them in Alabama, 
Georgia and Tennessee, will cost 178 mil- 
lion dollars. Two-thirds of this will come 
from federal government sources. 

Actual cost to the 53-cities participat- 
ing will be only 41 million dollars. With 
this investment, a sevenfold increase in 
the tax base will yield returns which are 
expected to retire all costs to the cities 
within 10 years. Atlanta expects to re- 
cover its investment in seven years. 

Atlanta’s five renewal projects now 
in various stages of development ulti- 
mately will cost 42 million dollars. But 
from it will come a pattern which will 
preserve and restore the downtown area 
and open the way for a continuous pro- 
gram of development. Areas which now 
cost more to provide services than they 
yield in taxes will become properties 
which are valuable to the whole urban 
economy and which pay their own way. 

There are many Georgia cities with 
urban renewal projects, ranging from 
small towns to major cities. In addition to 
Atlanta those progressive communities 
which have gone ahead with plans in- 
clude Americus, Bainbridge, Cartersville, 
Columbus, Cordele, Douglas, Dublin, East 
Point, Lithonia, Macon, Manchester, Mari- 
etta, Moultrie, Nashville, Savannah, Val- 
dosta and Waynesboro. 

It is encouraging to see so many 
communities with foresight and leader- 
ship working to eliminate decay and to 
prevent its spread. Everyone profits from 
the process of clearing out slums and re- 
placing them with tax-yielding proper- 
ties. While the larger cities have more of 
a problem, urban renewal is by no means 
confined to them. Towns with populations 
of less than 5,000 are participating. 

One thing is certain. The urban com- 
munity which indulges its slums and neg- 
lects to improve its downtown areas 1S 
storing up trouble. Urban renewal is an 
investment in civic health.

But it is significant that an official 
spokesman from the Georgia Association 
of Independent Insurance Agents took the 
opposite tack at a public hearing of a 
special legislative committee considering 
such revisions. George Ervin told the 
panel he would like to see some of the 
suggested changes put into effect. 

While the Georgia insurance indus- 
try is due all honor for the important 
role it plays and for its impact upon the 
economy, it would do well to insist upon 
higher standards than those now in ef- 
fect for agents. 

It is difficult to see how such a course 
of action would be harmful to anyone 
except the fly-by-night type of opera- 
tors. In fact, reputable concerns and qual- 
ified agents stand to gain in the long 
run from barring the doors to those who 
fail to measure up. So would the public 
and that, after all, is the real purpose of 
any upgrading of requirements.

What Is a Convict? 


Prisoners Give Answer 


What is a convict? 

The intelligent and alert staff of the 
Atlantian, publication of the Atlanta 
Federal Penitentiary, has interviewed 
500 prisoners and come up with the 
answer. 3 

A convict, they found, is a man 35.9 
years old who has an intelligence quo- 
tient of 103. He has been arrested 11 
times. He is cynical but attends reli- 
gious services in prison. He writes his 
family, whom he misses more than any- 
thing, but has a record of poor support 
of its members. 

This “composite” prisoner went to 
school for about seven years, leaving at 
the age of 15. He pleaded guilty to a 
crime and was sentenced to eight and 
a half years. He has been in prison a 
little over eight years. He has not ac- 
quired a trade. He has not escaped. He 
had a court-appointed attorney and does 
not think his sentence was just. First 
arrested at the age of 18, he has served 
two previous sentences. He does not plan 
a life of crime when released. 

Causes of criminal behavior were 
listed in this order: Bad company, liq- 


uor, emotional problems, broken homes, 
women, gambling, health and school 
problems. There were others. These were 
the major ones. 

The survey should cause state and 
federal agencies to face up to a fact. 
Not one of these prisoners, on release, 
will be ready to fill a job requiring 
special skills. We have known all along 
that the plight of the released prisoner 
was a desperate one. Parole has helped. 
But social planning should, with state 
and federal aid, be able to set up em- 
ployment opportunity with trade school 
opportunities. 


Such reform is long overdue. The 
Atlantian has done a fine job of pro- 
voking thought. 


‘Taxpayers’ Road Is 
More Accurate Label 


Concerning the dedication of 37 miles 
of Interstate Highway’ 75 in south Geor- 
gia recently, an interesting little hassle 
broke out over who built the road. 

It develops that some adherents of the 
immediate past state administration went 
out and hung a sign across the road, the 
banner saying “Another Griffin Road.” 

A highway department employe on his 
toes arrived ahead of an entourage in- 
cluding the present governor. He yanked 
the sign down. 

Of the incident, the immediate past 
governor is quoted as saying he had noth- 
ing to do with the erection of the banner 
and further, “It was all right with me for 
Governor Vandiver to dedicate a Griffin 
Road and brag on it.” 

Now the fact is the 37 miles, which 
has cost something-like $17,000,000, was 
built with funds that were 83 per cent 
federal and 17 per cent state. 

Were either the immediate past gov- 
ernor or the present governor directly 
responsible, he would be entitled to claim 
only 6.29 miles of the highway. 

Both the state and federal funds were 
actually tax money. 

So in any event the banner should 
have read: “Another Taxpayers’ Road.”

Changes at State Parks 
Reflected in Attendance 


Georgia’s state parks are booming. 


During the first two months of the 
current fiscal year-more than a million 
persons visited the parks, which clearly 
indicates that last year’s attendance fig- 
ure of 3,172,095 will be surpassed easily. 

There are reasons for the surge in 
popularity of the parks. One, of course, 
is that more and more persons choose 
to spend their leisure time in outdoor 
recreation. 


But another very important.factor in 
the growing drawing power of state 
parks is the fact that they are being 
operated more efficiently. 

They are being cleaned up and made 
more attractive. They no longer are 
dumping grounds for quantities of un- 
necessary equipment. More emphasis is 
being placed on providing needed items 
rather than stockpiling more merry-go- 
rounds than attendance warrants. 

Soon, too, the parks system hopes to 
have an adequate supply of boats that 
float—another marked contrast to slip- 
shod operations during the past admin- 
istration.

Gen. Marshall Served 
Beyond Call of Duty 


Gen. George C. Marshall will be 
buried tomorrow but he will live on in 
world history as one of the greatest men 
of our time. 


Quiet-spoken and modest, he had an 
unwavering devotion to duty to his 
country and to the cause of peace. 

His career was unique. His genius 
as a planner was quick to detect. It 
emerged sharply in World War I and 
prompted Gen. John J. Pershing to call 
him the greatest officer of the war. 

His leadership in World War II is 
well-known. As Army chief of staff he 
directed the greatest military force in 
U.S. history to victory. 

That job done, he went into a well- 
deserved retirement on Nov. 20, 1945.

He served as President Truman’s per- 
sonal envoy to China, as secretary of 
state and later as secretary of defense 
in the Korean War.

at the GOP convention. Nixon is a curious mixture as a politician. 
Basically he is a slide-rule man who depends not on hunches but 
on the dull technology of the profession. 


But he is also capable of acting 
as an icy-handed gambler once 
his slide-rule methods have in- 
formed him that the odds of a 
preferred course are not impos- 
sibly long. 

Thus he has now set out upon 
a policy of sustained ‘‘public ex- 
posure’’ of his personality—a term 
coined by his associates. He is 
consciously pushing his luck as 
the undoubted present front-run- 
ner in an attempt to sew up the 
nomination long before the con- 
vention meets. 

His aim is to destroy the one 
thing he fears in the developing 
challenge of Gov. Rockefeller of 
New York. This is the tag ‘Nixon 
can't win.”’ 

In going out to meet this dan- 
ger more than halfway, more- 
over, the vice president is coolly 
picking the areas where he is as- 
sumed to be least popular. His 
theory is that if you are going 
to put on a demonstration you 
might as well make it a good one. 

This was the real motive of his 
recent trip to more-or-less Dem- 
ocratic Texas. There he sought 
out not merely the Republican or- 
ganization leaders who are al- 
ready safely ‘“‘all the way for 
Dick.”’ He also put himself upon 
the most open public view that 
could be arranged in the time 
available to him.

But it is not wrong to work 
for the money we receive.

We build and support our 
churches and give to many worth- 
while causes. Money is neither 
good nor evil but we can use it 
for either purpose. When our pur- 
poses are good, then the more 
money we make the better it is.

Red China Widens 
Rift With Soviets 


WASHINGTON—More evidence of the Soviet 
Union’s uncertain and unsatisfactory relations 
with Red China continues to pile up. Bear in 


mind that before he left Peiping Premier Khrushchev, following on 
his visit with President Eisenhower, hammered again and again 


on his major theme, telling the 


Chinese Communist leader, Mao 


Tse-Tung, that the maintenance of peace is a “‘sacred duty.”’ 


Now in the past few days, three 
major uncommitted nations — 
Yugoslavia, India and Egypt — 
have pointed the sternest accusa- 
tions at Red China for giving only 
lip service to Khrushchev’s peace 
plea and, even while ostensibly 
recognizing the Soviet premier 
as the leader of ‘“‘the Communist 
bloc,” pursuing actions which in- 
flame the cold war in flagrant 
opposition to Moscow. 


It is evident by now that at no 

time since the Communist take- 
over of the Chinese mainland has 
there been a more basic rift in 
the policies and actions of the two 
power centers of the Communist 
bloc. ; 
The unexpectedly bitter alterca- 
tions which Yugoslavia, India; and 
Egypt are having with Red China 
are these: 


In Yugoslavia the official Com- 
munist newspaper, ‘“‘Borba,”’ 
sharply ° criticized Communist 


China for heightening cold war 
tensions which Premier Khru- 
shchev is trying to reduce. It cit- 
ed Chinese Communist attacks on 
itself, on India and on the United 
Arab Republic. 

In India Prime Minister Nehru 
is demanding that Red China 
withdraw its troops from Indian 
territory and stop its threats and 
attempted intimidation. 

In Egypt President Nasser is 
outraged because Red China lets 
its 10th anniversary -celebration 
be used by the exiled Syrian Com- 
munist, Bakhdash, to abusively 
and violently attack the United 
Arab Republic,

Perhaps the most remarkable 
public evidence of the Soviet 
Union’s uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory relations with Red China is 
to be found in the columns of 
‘“Blitz,”” a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in India which calls itself 
Asia’s foremost news magazine. 
As readers of this column. may 
recall, “‘Blitz’’ is the publication 
which has been used on several 
occasions in the past by the So- 
viets as a vehicle for printing fab- 
ricated documents falsely attrib- 
uted to high American officials. 

But the issue of ‘Blitz’ for 
Sept. 19 last, following Khru- 
shchev’s arrival in the United 
States took on a new and dif- 
ferent complexion with a big, 
streamer headline shouting, ‘‘No, 
Mr. Chou, neyer!"’ Under it is an 


open letter to Chou En-lai, 
prime minister of Communist 
China. 


This letter, attacking Red China 
for its expansionist policy and ac- 
cusing it of trying to ‘‘gobble up 
some 48,000 square miles of In- 
dian territory,” said in part: 
“This is an issué of which there 
cannot be any negotiation, leave 
alone any surrender or com- 
promise from the Indian side. It 
is a case of cartographic aggres- 
sion against our territorial in- 
tegrity which no Indian worth the

More Fires 


LOS ANGELES (UPI~—A six- 
day-old brush fire continued un- 
checked Sunday and some of the 
2,100 firefighters had to leave it 
to battle three small fires that 
sprang up—two believed the work 
of an arsonist. 


One of the fires, a 200-acre 
blaze in Hafley Canyon, definitely 
was set, the Forest Service said. 
Officials said the lookout in the 
Whitaker Peak lookout station 
Saw a man drive up, set the fire 
and drive away. 


About an hour later, 10 miles 
from the Hafley Canyon blaze, an- 
other small fire began, and offi- 
cials said it looked like the work 
of arsonists. It, too, had burned 
about 200 acres. 


The third blaze, on Whitaker 
Peak, finally broke out and forced 
the evacuation of the tower at the 
lookout. That blaze charred 100 
acres. 


But the firefighters’ big problem 
still was the 12,000-acre fire east 
of downtown Los Angeles. It con- 
tinued to burn over fresh brush 
and scrub timber Sunday, but it 
did not threaten any additional 
homes.

Adamson, Clayton County ordi- 
nary convicted on charges of em- 
bezzlement last May, have won a 
week’s delay on a hearing of 
their motion for a new trial.

Symphony's Pert Jane Little 


Crosses Fingers tor Concert 


By JAMES SHEPPARD 
When the Atlanta Symphony Or- 
chestra opens its second concert 
of the current season Thursday 
night at the Tower Theater, one 
musician will have her fingers 


crossed against doing something 
to ruin the concert. 


That musician is Jane Little, a 
pretty, pert brunette who plays a 
bass violin twice her size. Of the 
27 major symphony orchestras in 
the United States, she is unique 
among woman musicians by being 
a woman bassist. 


Now Jane Little has never 
ruined any concert. But she has 
come close to doing just that 
more times than she likes to 
remember. 


PLAYED 14 SEASONS 


She is one of those people to 
whom everything seems to hap- 
pen. She is the only member of 
the orchestra who has played with 
it all of its 14 seasons, so that’s 
given her lots of time for things 
to happen. 


Here are a few incidents or- 
chestra friends tell on her: 


—She is the only member of 
the orchestra to go to an out-of- 
Atlanta concert without her in- 
strument. 


Jane didn’t have her bass violin. 
It was still in the practice room 
where she had left it, back in 
Atlanta. Not to be outdone, she 
borrowed a bass violin in Mil- 
ledgeville in order to appear in 
the concert. 


LOST UNIFORM 


moved the instrument out to 
take the string off and affix it 
to her bass violin. She slipped 
quietly back onstage. Conductor 
Henry Sopkin never realized she 
had been gone. But the worst 
was yet to come. After the con- 
cert, the movers loaded up the 
bass violin which Jane had bor- 
rowed from the bandroom. It 
came to Atlanta with the other 
musicians’ instruments. ‘For 
two years,” recalls Conductor 
Sopkin, “‘we couldn’t figure whose 
violin it was. Then just as we 
were about to go to Gainesville 
for a return engagement, Jane 
remembered. And the instrument 
was returned. 


Jane is described by Conductor 
Sopkin as “‘the finest woman bass- 
ist in the Southeast.”’ 


He says further: 


“After 14 seasons with the or- 
chestra, she still looks like a 
sophomore in high school. On the 
serious side, she has spent four 
or five summers to study and get 
as much ability in her own par- 
ticular field as she could. I've 
never seen her without a sweet 
smile on her face, anxious and 
willing and able to do the job.”’

Your Car 


Q. A friend says she always 
puts high-test gasoline in her 
car. Another claims high-test 
gas is a waste for some mo- 
tors. Should I use extra or 
save money with regular? Miss 
M. B., Tulsa, Okla. 


A. The gasoline you should 
use in your car depends largely 
on the engine's compression 
ratio, Miss M. B. 


If your car's compression 
ratio is 8.5:1 or less, the extra 
money you pay for premium 
gas is pretty much _ thrown 
away. The time at which the 
spark plugs fire can always 
be adjusted to deliver max- 
imum power, without knock, 
from regular gasoline. Some 
1959 models, chiefly the lower 
priced, and nearly all cars 
built in 1955 or earlier, have 
compression ratios of 8.5:1 or 
less. 

SUPER PREMIUM 

If your car's compression 
ratio is 10:1 or more, spend 
the money for premium gas, 
perhaps even super premium. 
If engines with this compres- 
sion ratio are adjusted to run 
without knocking on regular 
gas, a good deal of accelera- 
tion disappears. Cars with 
10:1 compression are likely to 
be the heavier 1957 and 1958 
models and most of the more 
expensive 1959 makes. 


If your car's compression is 
between 85:1 and 10:1, you 
have a choice. When engines 
with this ratio are adjusted to 
run on regular gasoline, some 
power is lost. But until the 
engine has a considerable load 
of ‘‘carbon,”’ the time required 
to cover a quarter of a mile 
from a. standing start will de- 
crease only about half a sec- 
ond This is comparable, 
roughly, to the power vou lose 
because of added weight each 
time your car’s gas tank is 
filled. 

KEEP KNOCK DOWN 

Gasoline engines with high 
compression ratios, and there- 
fore greater power, became 
practical only after the indus- 
try found improved refining 
methods or small amounts of 
tetraethyl lead would lessen its 
fuel’s tendency to knock. An 
engine that knocks lightly for 
a second or so every time the 
car accelerates at full speed 
will usually run for years with- 
out damage. Prolonged severe 
knocking, though, can ruin an 
engine in a few hours. 


So if your car requires high 
octane for knock-free per- 
formance at an efficent spark 
setting, or if your car gives 
you better power and accelera- 
tion on high-octane gas and this 
is worth the extra cost—use 
premium or super premium. If 
not, stick to regular. You'll 
get more miles per dollar.

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Now I've always prided myself on being one 
with that cow-kissing old lady who struck a blow 
for individual liberty with her “Everyone to his 
fancy”’ speech.

And while 1 was working myself into a 
scornful lather about it I remembered that Fe- 
licia Lamport, writing in a recent issue of 
Harper's Magazine, said it is ever thus with the 
word-lover. 


“The word-lover,”’ she wrote, “is a mild man, 
but he can be stung to action by. any abuse of 
his pets.” 


This is also true of the grammar lover. 
Grammar doesn't interest me tremendously, but 
an otherwise tolerant friend of mine sees red 
when I use “like” instead of ‘‘as.” I defend it 
on the ground that it’s a colloquialism of honor- 
able vintage—antedating the cigaret which is 
reputed to taste “like a cigaret should.” But it’s 
a puny defense, my friend thinks, and she 
winces every time and rushes balefully into bat- 


‘tle when she figures the ‘‘likes’’ have piled up 


intalerably high. 


I. didn’t lift hand or voice in protest of the 
finalizes and contacts—to show you what a 
sweet-tempered (or cowardly) lady I am. But I 
treated myself to a nice long visit in the dic-

tionary shelves of a book department. This 
amounts to real self-indulgence for the word- 
lover, as all digressing looker-uppers know. You 
look up one word and become so interested in 
the neighboring words that presently you find 
you have read six pages and completely forgot- 
ten your original mission in the dictionary. 


Mrs. Lamport, a lady with a real affection 
for dictionaries, devoted some attention to the 
art of lexicography and the various virtues of 
this year’s crop of dictionaries. 


“Some people,’ she wrote, ‘‘are born to dic- 
tionaries, some achieve them as Confirmation 
presents, and others have them thrust upon them 
by schools. Nevertheless, at some time in the 
lives of most people it becomes necessary actu- 
ally to choose a dictionary.”’ 


The tendency, she says, is to get one exactly 
like the one you had before. (“Often the bright 
lexicon of one’s youth tends to exert an umbili- 
cal pull through life... . ‘In these uncertain 
times, so many people look confidently to the 
dictionary as the last stronghold of .immutable 
authority.”’) 


Of course, it isn’t, as Mrs. Lamport points 
out. The language itself is so flexible and many 
lexicographers are blown this way and that by 
the fashions in words, cutting short their family 
tree and giving their current or slang meaning. 


Reading this I was fearful that my dictionary 
might have been won over by ‘‘contact’”’ as a 
verb. I was prepared to throw it out the window 
if it had. Contact as a verb is there, all right, 
but so disdainfully included that I feel better. 


“Contact as a verb,’ says my dictionary, 
“‘meaning to get in touch with a person, is a use 
of the word by salesmen and many people have 
unpleasant associations with being ‘contacted.’ 
. .. The word in this sense is primarily com- 
mercial and familiar and should therefore be 
used infrequently in other circumstances.”’

So my grandmother, the prime 
minister’s daughter, gathered 
up all the clan and we left the 
country. 


I've never been back since. 
I was quite young then and 
about all I can remember is 
that the family was very in- 
terested in politics and it was 
a great part of the table con- 
versation. 

We thought we left politics 
behind when we went to Argen- 
tina.

The brief story of suspense, 
which suggests that the ex- 
fighter ‘“‘must have got mixed 
up in something. in Chicago’’ 
and possibly ‘‘double-crossed 
somebody,”” will be dramatized 
on CBS-TV, Nov. 19. It will 
mark the premiere of Buick 
Playhouse. 


Johansson, who sang _ two 
Swedish songs on the Dinah 
Shore show earlier this month, 
is currently playing a drama 
role in a motion picture being 
produced in Hollywood. 


Since Johansson won the hea- 
vyweight championship from 
Floyd Patterson last June, he 
seems to have shown more im- 
mediate interest in theatrical 
activities than resuming in the 
ring. 

In the TV drama, Johansson, 
a native of Sweden, will play 
Ole Andreson, known as the Big 
Swede.
